San Rafael To Lease 


Small A Street Lot

San Rafael city fathers finally did it last night. 


Shoppers will have an offstreet parking lot by 
Christmas, although it is a small one providing space 
for 15 to 20 cars in an open area on A street between 
Third and Fourth. 


In the next few days, a sign will go up announcing 
“public parking, two-hour lim it,’’ between the abandon­ 
ed service station at Third and A and the taxicab stand. 
The Jot, owned by Lloyd Grandi, will be leased by the 
city for $150 per month until the over-all parking plan 
goes into effect. 


No improvements will be made on the lot because 
of the legal possibility that the 
parking district might falter 
sometime between now and the 
next summer, when three lots 
are scheduled to open with 285 
parking stalls. A public hearing 
is scheduled for Dec. 9 before 
the city can move ahead on the 
over all parking plan. 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis asked 
City Atty. Albert E. Bagshaw 
to draw up a rental agreement 
with Grandi as soon as possible. 
Public Works Supt. Norris M. 
Rawles said he will take down 
the fence to allow parkers to 
enter as soon as the rental 
agreement is signed. 
"We want it up by the next 
meeting.” Councilman F r e d 
Jensen declared. 
“We want it up before the 
Independent-Journal comes out 
tomorrow afternoon,” Council­ 
man Joseph F. Sauer chuckled. 
He was apparently referring to 
the frequent reminders by the 
1-J that the “parking by Christ­ 
mas promise was slow in com­ 
ing. 
Councilman Charles W. Aby 
brought up the question of 
parking by Christmas about 
midnight, just as the council 
ended its agenda. 
City fathers decided not to 
take any formal action to pro­ 
vide immediate offstreet park­ 
ing on the service station lot 
and on the Herzog-Rake prop­ 
erty where the taxicab stand 
and a realty office exist. In­ 
dividuals are already using the 
area around those buildings 
for parking. 
The one parking lot to be

The Marin County Planning 
Commission yesterday refused 
to rezone a series of Kentfield 
lots on Sir Francis Drake boule­ 
vard, between Wolfe Grade and 
Manor road, to perm it con­ 
struction of a shopping center. 
Marin County Abstract Co. 
sought rezoning of the prop­ 
erty from first-class residential 
to commercial so that Herbert 
Bolger could build a center 
with 10 shops. 
By a 5-0 vote, the commis­ 
sion accepted the recommenda­ 
tion of Planning Director Mary 
R. Summers for denial of the 
application. 
Three petitions signed by 47 
property owners in the area 
opposed the rezoning. 
Ten opposition letters also

League 
and 
the 
Greenbrae 
Property 
Owners 
Assn. 
Six 
letters favored commercial use 
of the land. 
Bolger claimed the property, 
form er site of the county cor­ 
poration yard, is “ideally suit­ 
ed for commercial uses and not 
readily adaptable to residen­ 
tial development.” 


Michael Khourie, president 
of the Kentfield Civic League, 
took issue with Bolger. 
He 
said Kentfield is “almost a 
purely residential community 
. . . and there is absolutely 
no need, and no showing of 
any need, for commercial de­ 
velopment her«.”

Mrs. Summers said a proposed 
shopping center would create 
a traffic hazard.

McElroy Tells Plan 


After Talk With 


Ike On Defense 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (IP*-—Defense 
Secretary Neil H. McElroy an 
nounced today after a confer 
ence with President Eisenhow 
er that the United States will 
begin to supply guided missiles 
to Great Britain and 
other 
European nations during 1959. 
McElroy spent two hours 
with the President here today 
at the Augusta National Golf 
Club, then held a lengthy news 
conference. 
McElroy said it might be 
necessary to close down some 
m ilitary installations in this 
country to meet the demands 
of a higher defense budget 
next year. 


BUDGET INCREASE 
The defense secretary also 
told reporters before return­ 
ing to Washington that he an­ 
ticipates a major budget in­ 
crease for .his departm ent next 
year, possibly as high as 40 
billion dollars. 
The current 
defense budget is 39 billion 
and expected to increase by at 
least a half billion dollars be­ 
fore the fiscal year ends next 
June 30. 
The President and British 
Prime Minister Harold McMil­ 
lan agreed in a meeting in Ber­ 
muda last spring that the Unit­ 
ed States would start, as soon 
as practicable, to supply Great 
Britain with guided missiles 
without nuclear warheads. 


Pineau Asks Ceiling 
On Tunisian Arms 


WASHINGTON (IP) — French 
Foreign Minister Christian Pin- 
eau 
today 
sought a commit­ 
ment from the United 
States 
limiting shipment of arms to 
Tunisia to just enough to equip 
the country's 4,000-man army. 
Pineau, here 
for 
personal 
talks with Secretary of State 
John 
Foster Dulles, sai<J any­ 
thing over that figure would be 
sure to end up in the hands of 
Algerian rebels. 
The arming of Tunisia 
by 
the U.S. and Britain, who acted

Soviet bloc arms, has “compro­ 
mised” the solidarity of Atlan­ 
tic nations.

Weather On Rampage 


In Midwest, South 


By UNITED PRESS 
A road-choking snowstorm 
stalled highway travel in much 
of the Midwest today, and se­ 
vere thunderstorms lashed the 
South in the wake of damaging 
tornadoes. 
At least 20 persons have 
been killed in a series of vio­ 
lent storms since the weekend. 
Ten persons were killed yester­ 
day by tornadoes, lightning, 
floods and snows, five more 
died in tornadoes Sunday, and 
weekend snows in the West 
claimed another five lives. 
NEAR-BLIZZARD 
A near-blizzard which howled 
into the Midwest yesterday 
dumped am average of 8 to 11 
inches of snow across Iowa, 
southern Minnesota, northwest­ 
ern Wisconsin and upper Michi­ 
gan. 
Wind gusts of nearly 50 miles 
per hour piled the snow into 
deep drifts and cut visibility to 
near zero during the night. 
The Weather Bureau report­ 
ed travel in the snow area “is 
almost impossible.” Highway 
authorities in the four states 
considered calling snow plows 
off the roads in some sections 
because they were in danger 
of being stalled and buried by 
snow. 
TWISTERS IN SOUTH 
The clash of warm and cold 
air in the south touched off 
twisters yesterday in Alabama, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Mis­ 
sissippi. Drenching rains sent 
streams and rivers over their 
banks in sections of Missouri, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Ken­ 
tucky. 
National Guardsmen helped 
evacuate 60 to 75 families at 
Spring City, Tenn., when Piney 
Creek flooded the residential 
section.

Another person was report­ 
ed killed in a rural area north­ 
east of Birmingham yesterday, 
and a girl drowned in a swol­ 
len stream. 
Other twisters touched down 
in Mississippi and Kentucky 
and a severe windstorm ram­ 
med southwestern Atlanta, Ga., 
last night, damaging 25 homes. 
Lightning killed two persons 
in Kentucky yesterday and a 
mother and daughter drowned 
when their car skidded into a 
flooded ditch.

Girard walked 
out of court a free man. 
Today’s sentence will not be­ 
come final under Japanese law 
until 14 days have passed. Dur­ 
ing that time both prosecution 
and defense attorneys can file 
an appeal.

both sides have had enough and 
the conviction will stand. 
Opposition to the light sen­ 
tence was led by the Socialist 
Party,

FIGHTS LAST NIGHT 


By OSCAR FRALEY 


NEW YORK (IP) — The pro­ 
fessional basketball season is 
barely under way today but 
already the Boston Celtics are 
making a shambles out of what 
must lau g h in g ^ be described 
as a “race” because of a guy 
named Bill Russell. 


The six-foot, 10-inch Russell 
is not the greatest player in 
pro basketball. He can’t drive 
like Tom Gola and as a shoot­ 
er he couldn’t carry George 
Mikan's over-sized scoring slip­ 
pers. 


But because of his absolute­ 
ly amazing defensive abilities 
he may wind up as the most 
valuable player in the history 
of pro basketball. 


This is Russell’s first full 
season in the National Basket­ 
ball Assn. He joined the Celtics 
in mid-December last season, 
after leading the United States 
to trium ph in the Olympics 
games, and quickly became one 
of the main reasons why Bos-; 
ton romped to a mop-up vic­ 
tory. 


This season, if you listen to 
the raves from all quarters, 
Russell is going to come fully 
into his own as the Celtics run 
off and hide from the rest of 
the league. 


“In ,an era of 100-point-plus 
games, Russell’s defensive tal­ 
ents are going to cost the op­ 
position 20 points a game.” ex­ 
plained one rival coach. “H e’s 


absolutely fantastic.” 
They’ve been using that ad­ 
jective on the 220-pound 23- 
year-old for several years now. 
As an undergraduate at the 
University of San Francisco he 
was everybodys all-American 
as he led the Dons to two 
straight NCAA championships. 
He can run everlastingly, and 
with great rapidity. As an ex­ 
ample, Bill did the 440-yard 
dash in 50 seconds. On top of 
which, he can jum p like a kan­ 
garoo with a hot foot. After 
all, he did six feet seven and 
one-half inches in the 
high 
jump.

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You Can Fool People, But 


Not Plants, Says Herman Hein 


A mixture of garden wisdom 
and quaint philosophy was giv­ 
en recently by Herman Hein, 
of Mill Valley, landscape archi­ 
tect, when he spoke before the 
garden section of the Novato 
Community Club. The title of 
his informative and entertain­ 
ing talk was “What To Do 
With What You Have.” 
“You can fool people but 
you cannot fool plants,” said 
Hein, “people can be trans­ 
planted and will adjust to dif- 
firent condition but plants are 
not so agreeable.” 
Hem advised the women to 
fit their gardens to the site and 
the type of flower to the cli­ 
mate. 
“We try to fool our­ 
selves when we plant flowers 
indigenous to Africa and Tibet 
in Marin. 
Then we must turn 
around and coax the flowers 
into thinking they are in far 
distant places . . 
The speakers told the group, 
“Do not ask yourself ‘Do I like 
that plant?’ For the plant cares 
little whether you like it or 
not. 
You just think ‘Will the 
plant like the place I have 
selected for it?’ 
If so, that is 
the plant for you. 
Do things 
naturally. We must make our 
plant children happy,” he ad­ 
monished. 
Hein pointed out that, “Few 
people do the most with what 
they have either in their gar­ 
dens or in their lives.” 
He 
told the audience that “A gar 
den, like a life, is good in so 
far as problems are recogniz­ 
ed and solved. 
Every worth­ 
while thing is born of inner 
necessity. 
“The charm of a new garden 
is in its uncluttered simplicity. 
Older places are too ‘busy.’ 
They are in a rut, bogged 
down. 
The 
owners 
have 
formed attachments and senti­ 


ment for their shrubs 
and 
trees. 
They compromise be­ 
tween what they already have 
and what they want,” he said. 
Hein suggested that when im­ 
proving gardens, in most cases, 
it is not a m atter of adding 
anything, but of taking away, 
so that what is left may be 
enjoyed, not smothered. “Only 
by simplicity can one achieve 
dignified beauty,” he explain­ 
ed. 
“Many homes are so clutter­ 
ed that one feels he is run­ 
ning an obstacle course just to 
get 
in — beautiful 
fuchsias 
hanging 
baskets 
from 
the 
beams, climbing roses on the 
pillars, planter boxes and tubs 
on each side of the doorway, 
hydrangeas lining the walk and 
growing out so that guests 
have to detour onto the lawn. 
These places are horticultural 
nightmares. 
Regarding privacy Hein said, 
“All people look for and de-; 
serve privacy but that is no 
excuse for the ugly fences and 
fifteen foot hedges that exactly 
follow the property lines and 
cut the landscape into a huge 
and ugly patchwork quilt. 
His suggestion was to work 
in harmony with one’s neigh­ 
bors so that gardens will blend 
making a beautiful park-like 
atmosphere instead of check­ 
erboard. Privacy can be main­ 
tained by knowing what to 
plant and where he said. As an 
example he spoke of the patio 
lights on one home striking 
through the bedroom windows 
of the neighbor. 
Rather than 
raise a fuss, the blinded neigh­ 
bor took the hanging begonias 
from the front of his home, 
where they did not belong, 
and spaced them on a limb of 
an oak tree in the back so that 
the light was hidden. The be­ 


gonias were healthier, the front 
of the house looked better and 
the 
neighbors 
w e r e 
still 
friends, he said.

Continuing in another phase 
of gardening Hein said, “Play 
down the financial end of your 
garden. 
When 
your 
first 
thought is ‘What does it cost?’ 
your mental attitude is wrong. 
Cost has very little to do with 
right thinking. 
The right at­ 
titude is to ask ‘What does 
this 
situation 
demand?’ not 
What does it cost?’ Don’t put 
the brakes on so fast,” he said. 


“We must learn the best 
method to do what we want 
to do. 
That is one reason for 
so many tools. Each one is de­ 
signed to perform a certain 
function under certain condi­ 
tions. 
So it is with plants. 
Each will flourish under cer­ 
tain conditions. 
It is up to 
the gardener to find these con­ 
ditions.” 


Hein explained to his atten­ 
tive audience, “Common sense 
is a very uncommon commod­ 
ity in gardening. As we plant 
we must think of the seasonal 
expressions of our gardens. 
Place the winter gardens where 
they can be enjoyed from in­ 
side the home and the sum­ 
m er gardens where the best 
view is from the patios. 


“Flowers are transient” he 
said. “They too have their ups 
and downs. There are just oc- 
c a s i o n a l highlights. Don’t 
worry when the blossoms are 
gone—enjoy the foliage. 
En­ 
joy the rhythmic moving from 
season to season.” 
In answer to a question from 
the audience, “How can I keep 
the birds off my pyracantha?” 
Hein answered, “Let the birds 
enjoy your berries. 
Birds will 
not touch them until they are 
ripe. 
By that time you have 
enjoyed them enough. Delight 
in watching them as they feast. 
We must learn to exist and 
co-exist.” 
In conclusion Hein said. “We 
need order, balance and equili­ 
brium in our gardens as in our 
lives. 
We 
must 
do 
three 
things — recognize problems; 
work at those problems and 
solve these problems.”

Everything's Not Smooth 
For GOP, But They Know It 


One of the hopeful signs for adher­ 
ents of the Republican Party in last 
weekends political conclave in Marin, is 
that at least some party leaders are tak­ 
ing a realistic look at the poliffcal situa­ 
tion. 
This is a good thing for any party. It 
happened a few years ago in California's 
Democratic Party. Democratic leaders 
faced the shocking situation of not even 
being good opposition in a state which 
has a wide Democrat registration. 
The results of their long, hard look 
has been visible in practically every 
election in the last six or eight years. 
Each year the legislative control of the 
state control has been challenged more 
formidably. This year, the Bourbons ac­ 
tually took over control of the State 
Senate. 
Now, with their control of the State 
Assembly tottering and without a single 
incumbent running for anv of the three 
major state offices, the GÔP faces some 
hard sledding. 
As we said, some of the party leaders 
are approaching next year s elections 
with their eyes wide open. There are 
still some of the starry-eyed faithful who 
either prefer not to see or who are in- 


capable of believing that times have 
changed. Some others, who fear that 
things might not be so simple, prefer 
to talk big and hope that their fears are 
groundless. 


At the weekend s quarterly meeting 
of the California Republican Assembly, 
there w as considered concern about the 
future. 
Don’t believe that this was 
defeatism; that wasn't .present. But 
there was an attitude of knowledge that 
a real campaign was shaping up, one 
which would require their every effort; 
a realization that Republicans in Cali­ 
fornia would have to produce or lose a 
year from now. 


This is not to say that a lot was accom­ 
plished over the weekend. It wasn’t. 
But the meeting did alert each CRA 
member there that he has his job cut out 
for him. 


This is the way it should be. One party 
government is not the best government. 
Both parties should be kept on thair 
toes by active, alert and aggressive op­ 
ponents. When this is so, democratic 
forms of government work the best. 
When this is so, the ultimate gainer is 
Mr. John Q. Public.

Net Depot Should 
Be Given Public 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
I have noted with interest 
the article in your paper re­ 
garding the closing of the 
U.S. Naval Net Depot at Ti- 
buron in June of 1958. 
May 1 ask just what the 
Navy intends to do with the 
land now? 
Are they going to turn the 
land over to the public for 
sale or are they going to keep 
it for another 50 years under 
the heading of restricted, con­ 
fidential, emergency reserve, 
inactive n a t i o n a l defense 
property? 
The Net Depot was orig­ 
inally founded in the late 
eighteen 
hundreds 
as 
the 
naval coaling station, Califor­ 
nia City. But shortly after the 
turn of the century, when 
coal was no longer used, the 
coaling station lay dormant 


with the exception of the 
( alifornia Maritime Academy, 
using a small part of the dock 
to berth their training ship. 
Then in 1940, the Navy 
Departments Bureau of Ord­ 
nance decided to reclaim the 
land and build the first net 
depot in the United States. 
The Navy immediately threw 
out the Maritime Academy, 
acquired all of the waterfront 
property just north of the 
depot from John A. Roebling 
& Sons and called it the North 
Depot and the original coaling 
state in the South Depot. 
During the changing over 
from a coaling station to a 
net depot the Navy was faced 
with the problem of dispos­ 
ing of some 75,000 to 100.000 
tons of coal. In a token ges­ 
ture to let the public know 
they were disposing of the 
coal to private 
enterprise, 
they loaded out one small 
lighter of coal and then pro­ 
ceeded to bury the rest in the 
valley behind their now pres-

Geisel turned out 
many cartoons, but one pub­ 
lisher after another turned 
the other way. As his wife

“The editor became inter 
ested in him and wanted tc 
see some of his drawings,’ 
Mrs. Geisel recalled. “He pro 
tested, ‘I haven’t any here 
that you haven’t already re 
jected.’

was 
wacky animals. If you’ve ever 
seen his drawings you'll know 
what we mean. (Old timers 
will recall his “Quick Henry, 
the Flit!” cartoons and the 
“motor monsters” he drew for 
Standard Oil Co. ads.) He got 
his 
inspiration 
during

boyhood in Springfield, Mass., 
where his father, as super­

“The Cat in the Hat,” Gei- 
sel’s most ambitious work, is 
still selling at the phenome­ 
nal rate of 1,000 copies a 
day. It’s a book which at first 
glance appears ridiculously 
simple to have written. If 
you think so, just sit down 
sometime and try writing a 
book for beginning readers, 
using only 223 basic words. 
That’s what Geisel did, but 
It took him a year and a half 
to accomplish the feat.

Board Willing 
To Let Smiths 
Relocate Dump 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors indicated yester­ 
day it may approve relocation 
of the Smith brothers dump at 
Santa Venetia in time to end 
rubbish burning by the Bay 
Area Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict’s Dec. 1 deadline. 
Chairman Walter R. Castro 
objected strenuously to a pro­ 
posal to move the dump to a 
site on property owned by the 
Smiths nearer San Pablo Bay 
than the present dump. 
But 
his colleagues on the board in­ 
dicated 
a willingness to go 
along with the proposal. 
TENNESSEE VALLEY 
Yesterday’s session of the 
board with the county garbage 
disposal committee produced 
another development in the 
matter of 
trash 
disposal— a 
suggestion that Sausalito and 
Mill Valley may seek approval 
of a dump site in Tennessee 
Valley for trash but not kit­ 
chen garbage. 
Sausalito’s at­ 
tempt to gain approval of a 
Tennessee Valley dump site— 
which would have been for gar­ 
bage as well as trash— a year 
ago started the county’s inten­ 
sive investigation of the gar­ 
bage problem. 
On the subject of the Santa 
Venetia dump, attorney Albert 
E. Bagshaw, who represents 
the Smiths, told the board his 
clients would be able to solve 
the 
country’s 
problems 
im ­ 
mediately if the new site is 
approved. 
COULD START SOON 
Even though some months 
would be required for road 
building and other measures to 
put the new dump in operation, 
he said, the Smiths would be 
able to start fill-and-cover dis­ 
posal i m m e d i a t e l y . 
They 
would “waste” the remainder 
of their present dump by filling 
and covering until the new 
dump is ready, he said. 
Thus the county could meet 
the Dec. 1 deadline on burning. 
The deadline represents the 
end of an eight-week reprieve 
granted to Marin by Benjamin 
Linsky, Bay Area smog control 
administrator from the Oct. 1 
deadline on open dump burn­ 
ing. 
The only difficulty at the 
Smiths’ new site would be in 
the handling of large stumps 
and tree limps, Bagshaw said. 
TAKE OVER JOB 
On this point, he proposed 
that Roger Sohner, operator of 
Sohner’s Tree Service, move 
his equipment for disposal of 
such trash to a spot on the 
Smith site and take over the 
job of handling stumps and 
limps. 
The board had also heard a 
presentation 
by Joseph Larrt- 
perti, representing the Dano 
process for garbage disposal. 
Lamperti said it would take a 
year and about a million dol­ 
lars to erect a Dano plant. 
The board, however, asked 
Lamperti to bring in complete 
information as to financing and 
other details of the Dano pro­ 
cess. 
The possibility of a South 
MaYin request for a Tennessee 
Valley dump site will probably 
be explored at m eetings of the 
Sausalito City Council tonight 
and the Mill Valley City Coun­ 
cil tomorrow night. 
City Managers Donald Duerr 
of Sausalito and A. F. Alm- 
crants of Mill Valley said they 
would take the matter up with 
their councils. 
Yesterday, Su­ 
pervisor Vera Schultz said the 
county 
planning 
commission 
and supervisors might approve 
the Tennessee Valley proposal 
if it were planned for trash 
only, not garbage.
